Holt Speaks At 
U-I Dinner Here 

The “type of teacher I want 
in our university was the top 
le of the .speech given in Mar 
tin recent I > by Dr. Andrew 
Holt, president of the I'niver 
sity of Tennessee. Dr Holt 
spoke at the banquet lender 
ed him by the Faculty Worn 
en's Club ol 1 T Martin. Some 
IK) persons altemled the af 
fair at the cafeteria 

Dr. Holt stressed three qua 
lities which he feels the col 
lege teacher should possess 
and prefaced his remarks up 
on them by commenting that 
as a teacher lie "had lacked 
some of them The three has 
ie assets for the teacher, he 
said, are knowledge, enthusi 
asm. and love. 

The IT president stated 
that by knowledge, he meant 
far more t h a n ability and 
learning in the teacher’s maj 
or field. “True knowledge in 
( hides not only subject matter 
but a broad general know 
ledge. It goes far beyond the 
subject matter of the special 
ist ' 

Dr. Holt rated enthusiasm 
as a top ingredient of a true 
teacher. He pointed out that 
enthusiasm can kindle a km 
dred spark in the students and 
aften enables the teacher to 
transform what might other 
wise be a dry. dull course to 
one that challenges every stu 
dent to strive to the utmost. 

Love for the students is the 
third essential, the FT presi 
dent stated He brought out 
that "we a 1 1 thrive where 
there is affection.’’ and added 
that the teacher should regard 
the students as almost being 
members of the family "Love 
brings out the best in us," he 
said, and added that "under 
standing and love will bring 
out efforts by the students 
that they might otherwise not 
be capable of

the innocent and possible int 
crference with the adminis 
tration of justice in the stor¬ 
ies 

The findings of this student 
reporter it used copies of the 


Memphis Commercial Appeal 
Irmn January 18 to January 
2iC showed that, excluding ad 
vcrtising space only an aver 
ace ot 1 8 percent of the total 
space had been given to crime 
news In view ot the tact that 
two million major crimes are 
committed each year m the 
Fulled States, this did not 
seem to indicate a problem 
so far as space went 

However, even though Ihe 
Space occupied didn't seem t" 
be a problem, still the treat 
incut of it might be Although 
the stories didn't seem t o 
show any evidence of glorify 
ing or making heroes of erim 
inals. m some instances they 
tended to invade the privacy 
of relatives or friends of per¬ 
sons accused of crimes. A not 
able instance of this was in 
Ihe murder ease of the LSI' 
biology professor. Dr Marga 
ret McMillan In the coverage 
of this case, the press has eon 
tinually hounded the family 
of Dr George Mickey, w ho has 
been (barged with her murd 
er

porting the news. If he isn't 
careful, he may tend to iin 
ply guilt, something that most 
crime reporters are very care j 
fill not to do.

ON THE SCENE

Every thinking perton 
agrees that cheating is a maj¬ 
or problem on American cam¬ 
puses today. But very little 
is said or done about it. Rec¬ 
ently I talked to a number of 
students and faculty, asking 
their opinions on chesting. 
Most agreed that it is wrong. 
Opinion was more varied on 
the causes of chesting. The 
acuteness of a teacher’s sen¬ 
ses and his personality were 
factors mentioned. Others 
blamed the so called objective 
tests. Certainly an important 
factor is the absurd over em¬ 
phasis on grades. This prob¬ 
ably explains why pre-medical 
students are the worst offend¬ 
ers. But the most important 
factor is probably apathy 
among the student body. 
Cheating is done openly by the 
minority because the majority 
condones it. 

What should be done about 
cheating? Again opinions 
vary. One student thinks that 
lowering the student’s grade 
on the test on which he was 
caught cheating would be en¬ 
ough. One suggested immedi¬ 
ate expulsion from school. 
Most students and faculty 
members were divided be¬ 
tween an F on the test or on 
the course. A friend of mine 
thinks each instance of cheat¬ 
ing should be permantly mark¬ 
ed on a student’s transcript. 
This seems a little harsh for 
the first offense, but not for 
the second or third. I have 
cheated myself in years past 
and know from experience 
that only a person who cheats 
regularly is likely t o get 
caught more than once. 

We as students have no con¬ 
trol over grading or discip¬ 
line. But we can control cheat¬ 
ing on this campus by a very 
simple method—speaking out. 
Not in the church groups or 
in anonymous letters, but on 
campus and in the classroom. 

The last Literary Club meet¬ 
ing was a resounding success. 
The program was a reading of 
the first act of Gay’s Beggar's 
Opera by Dr. Wilson, Dr. By- 
ington and Miss Fulton. After 
a slow introduction the pace 
speeded up as Polly Peachum 
defied her criminal parents by 
marrying a highwayman.

The University of Tennessee 
Board of Trustees adopted a 
resolution which looks with 
favor upon the establishment 
of national fraternities and so- 
roities at UTMB, in the semi¬ 
annual meeting held on the 
campus January 25. 

Dean Paul Meek pointed out 
after the meeting that it was 
written into the resolution 
that before the executive com 
mittee of the board can vali 
date a policy under which 
fraternities may organize, the 
Knoxville and Martin admin 
istrative officials must form 
detailed rules and regulations 
under which they will be ad¬ 
mitted and operated. It is hop¬ 
ed that a Knoxville meeting 
i nthe near future will have 
matters worked out satisfac¬ 
torily, he said. 

Provisions for sororities will 
be dealt with at the same 
meeting. The feeling is, how 
ever, that sororities will not 
be in order until the enroll¬ 
ment of girls moves signifi¬ 
cantly from the present 280 
toward the 675 men enrolled 
last fall, Dean Meek pointed 
out. 

One social fraternity, Phi 
Sigma Kappa, has already 
| been organized with tentative 
approval by the administration 
and has applied for national 
affiliation. One other social 
club. Alpha Gamma Rho, has 
formed a tentative organiza¬ 
tion, and is expected to seek 
affiliation at some future date. 

U-T president A. D. Holt 
sounded a warning to the 
Board of Trustees that a “tid¬ 
al wave” of enrollment will 
hit the University in 1962. In 
issuing his 1962 “flood warn 
ing” President Holt said that 
during the fall quarter the 
University had approximately 
12,000 students enrolled in 
residence on its campuses at 
Knoxville, Martin, Memphis, 
and Nashville. These were 
largely students who were 
born during the late 1930’s 
and early 1940’s when birth 
rates were so low that some 
experts predicted America was 
reaching a “stationary popula 
tion.” 

The “tidal wave” of young 
people, born since World War 
II, will reach college age be 
binning in 1962, and it will 
continue to rise—year by year 
—into the middle of the 
1970’s. Assuming that the Un 
iversity will be prepared to 
admit all applicants, fall quar¬ 
ter enrollment will increase to 
approximately 19,200 by 1965; 
26,000 by 1970; and 28,000 by 
1973. ~ 


Wayne Fisher, a board mem 
ber, told the board he would 
ask them in June to set a date 
for the establishment of de 
gree programs in business ad 
ministration and liberal arts 
at Martin. He said that prep 
arations for these degree pro 
grams will be far enough ad 
vanced to warrant the trus 
tee’s approval in 1961. 

Other business transactions 
by the Board of Trustees in 
eluded: 

The approval of “a thorough 
study of the needs, costs, meth 
ods of financing, alternative 
solutions and other factors” 
relating to the proposed dou¬ 
ble decking of a portion of the 
football stadium at Knoxville. 
The additions would provide 
6,000 to 7.000 additional seats, 
new press box and a 200-bed 
dormitory for athletes at the 
stadium. 

Recommendations are to be 
made at the board meeting in 
June. 

Approval of a proposal of 
the U-T Memorial Research 
Center at Knoxville that ef¬ 
forts be made for the construc¬ 
tion of an addition to the 
center which will be needed 
if the Center undertakes a 
proposed “space medicine” re¬ 
search project under sponsor¬ 
ship of the National Space 
Agency.
